Summer Career Placements 


Summer Career Placements (SCP) is a 


wage subsidy program that enables private, 


public and not-for-profit employers to 
create career-related summer jobs for 
Students. SCP proposals are assessed on 
how well the proposed jobs prepare stu- 
dents for the labour market and the type of 
supervision, learning and work experience 
offered. Employers gain by hiring high- 
school, college or university students for 

6 to 16 weeks, and students benefit by 


gaining work experience in their chosen fields. 


Application forms for Summer Career 
Placements are available at your local 
Human Resources Development Canada 
(HRDC) office. Employers are encouraged 
to use their local HRDC Offices for 
Students to hire their student employees. 
The deadline for receipt of applications is 
March 10, 2000.

Employers can get quick access to enthusi- 
astic workers by contacting one of over 
370 HRDC Offices for Students — open 
across Canada during the summer months. 
They can describe the type of jobs they 
need to fill, and their job orders will be 
posted for students to see. These jobs can 
last a day, a week or the whole summer, 
but they all help students to earn money 
while gaining valuable work experience. 


Students can drop into their local HRDC 
Office for Students to check out job 
opportunities or talk to the Summer 
Employment Officers — who are students 
themselves. Through the offices’ group 
information sessions, students learn how 
to look for a job, write a resumé and get 
ready for an interview. Both employers 
and students can also get information on 
wage levels, labour laws, and federal and 
provincial programs. 


HRDC Offices for Students are generally 
open from May to August. These offices are 
called Hire a Student Centres in Alberta, 
Student/Youth Employment Centres in 
Manitoba and HRDC Student Centres in 
New Brunswick. 


Student Business Loans 


With the help of Student Business Loans, 
young people with innovative ideas and 
entrepreneurial drive can develop their own 
businesses. Students living in Newfoundland, 
Quebec, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, 
British Columbia, Yukon, the Northwest 
Territories or Nunavut and intending to 
return to school full-time in the fall are 
eligible for loans of up to $3000 to help 
them start up and run their own small 
businesses during the summer months. 
(Students living in other provinces can 
contact their provincial government 

for information on similar programs 

in their area.) 


These loans are interest-free until early 
October, when full payment is due. 
Students who repay their loans in full (hav- 
ing a value of $1000 or more) between the 
beginning of August and the beginning of 
September will be eligible for a cash rebate 
of $100.

Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
(RCMP) Summer Student Program 


A partnership with HRDC, this RCMP 
program gives students the opportunity to 
work alongside members of the RCMP as 
sworn peace officers — with powers of 
arrest and dressed in regular uniform. 


Students perform a variety of duties, with 
the objective of gaining knowledge of and 
experience in front-end operations of the 
criminal justice system and the RCMP. 


Managed by the Crime Prevention/Victims’ 
Services Branch, the program runs from 
May to September each year. The recruiting 
process for these positions varies depend- 
ing on the division, but usually starts by 
mid-January.

DEPARTMENT OF CANADIAN HERITAGE 


As part of Canada’s Youth Employment 
Strategy, Young Canada Works is a 
Department of Canadian Heritage program 
that helps young Canadians obtain access 
to work experience through summer jobs 
or internships. The program allows youth 
to gain valuable experience that can help 
improve their longer-term employment 
prospects. In the process, youth also gain 
a better understanding and appreciation 
of Canada’s achievements and build 
connections with Canadians and Canada’s 
diverse places. Young Canada Works has 
the following summer components. 


Young Canada Works in Both Official 
Languages 


This component provides up to 1200 college 
and university students with an opportunity 
to take their language and academic skills 
out of the classroom and into the work- 
force. Candidates are eligible if they speak 
English and French well enough to use 
them in a work environment, are prepared 
to work for an organization located in 
another part of the country, and are able to 
occupy a position for 6 to 16 consecutive 
weeks between mid-May and mid-September. 


Applicants must be under the age of 30, 
and priority is given to students intending 
to continue their studies. 


While this component Is targeted at 
employers in small, medium and large 
businesses, public and not-for-profit 
organizations are also eligible. Proposals 
are assessed on the type of career-develop- 
ment opportunities or work experience and 
supervision offered to the student and the 
extent to which proposed jobs contribute 
to Canadian Heritage objectives.

Young Canada Works in Heritage 
Institutions 


This component provides up to 800 students 
with an opportunity to make their skills 
available to museums, archives, libraries, 
and other cultural and heritage institutions 
across the country. Successful applicants 
can gain useful work experience in such 
areas as research, planning, analysis, 
design, restoration, animation, writing and 
editing, exhibits, education programs, 
desktop publishing or new media 
productions. 


Applicants must be between 16 and 30 years 
of age, and priority is given to students 
intending to continue their studies. 
Applicants must be willing to occupy a 
summer position for 8 to 12 consecutive 
weeks. 


Not-for-profit institutions and organiza- 
tions, including provincial and municipal 
institutions and community associations, 
are eligible as employers. Proposals are 
assessed on the type of career-develop- 
ment opportunities or work experience 
and supervision offered to the student 
and the extent to which proposed jobs 
contribute to Canadian Heritage objectives, 
including the degree to which the cultural 
heritage sector is assisted in its mandate 
to showcase Canada to Canadians

Young Canada Works in National 
Parks and National Historic Sites 


Up to 350 summer jobs are provided to 
full-time students at selected parks and 
historic sites across the country. Designed 
to be of interest to young people between 
16 and 18 years of age, these summer 
jobs focus on at least two disciplines, 
such as history, tourism, client services, 
resources management and environmental 
work. Some supervisory positions are 
also available for more experienced 
individuals. 


Interested students should complete the 
Federal Student Work Experience Program 
application form available from the Public 
Service Commission or from their local 
Human Resources Development Canada 
office. 


Students should use “800” as the code in 
the first box on page 2 of the form, under 
Departmental Programs, and then mail their 
applications to the Public Service 
Commission. (Check the blue pages of 
your telephone directory for the address.) 
Retrieval of application forms begins 

on May 3, 2000. 


Young Canada Works for Aboriginal 
Urban Youth 


This component of Young Canada Works 
provides over 300 jobs for Aboriginal youth 
living in urban centres served by the 123 
Friendship Centres and affiliated associa- 
tions across the country. Participants are 
eligible if they are high-school students, 
post-secondary students, graduates or 
unemployed Aboriginal youth between 

the ages of 16 and 24. 


Successful applicants may be asked to 
develop, supervise or manage Aboriginal 
youth activities within the Friendship 
Centre. The work varies widely, depending 
on the needs of the participating Centre. 
Participants may be involved in activities 
ranging from youth and children’s programs 
to cultural and recreation projects to 
various counselling programs. Jobs will 

be for a period ranging from 6 to 16 weeks 
between May and September.

First Nations and Inuit Student 
Summer Career Placement 


This wage subsidy program helps 
on-reserve First Nations and Inuit students 
prepare for their future entry into the labour 
market by providing them with opportuni- 
ties for career-related work experience 
during the summer months. Students 

who were registered full-time during the 
preceding academic year and who intend 
to return to school on a full-time basis in 
the next academic year are eligible. 
Students must also be legally entitled to 
work in Canada and cannot have another 
full-time summer job. 


Employers may be Inuit and First Nations 
governments, organizations or businesses 
on-reserve and in Inuit communities as well 
as non-Aboriginal businesses located in 
these communities. Eligible proposals must 
provide for between 30 to 40 hours of work 
per week for a 4- to 18-week period and 
must provide students with career-related 
work opportunities.

First Nations and Inuit Science and 
Technology Camp Program 


To encourage science and technology 

as a Career path, this program supports 
science camps that will provide on-reserve 
elementary/secondary First Nations and 
Inuit youth (grades 6 to 13) with first-hand 
experience in various science and technology 
disciplines. First Nations and Inuit organiza- 
tions are provided with funding to either 
design and run a science camp or to 
sponsor First Nations and Inuit students 
wishing to attend existing camps that have 
a science and technology focus. Camps 
can be held in academic or outdoor 
Settings. 


Proposals that are science-oriented — 
focusing on hands-on experience for youth 
in science and technology — are eligible. 
Additional information may be obtained 
through the Department’s regional offices 
or via the Internet at www.inac.gc.ca/youth.
